The vast British North America 
collection of the late Dr. Lewis L. 
Reford has so far realized approxi- 
mately $195,000 in the three sales 
held by Harmer, Rooke € Co., Ine., of 


New York. There will be at least 
two more Reford sales, the next 
probably in May, according to auc- 


tioneer Gordon Harmer. 

The four-day Part III sale, held on 
Feb. 27 to March 2, brought a total 
of $54,300. The highest price in this 
sale, $1,900, was paid for a very fine 
used 12-pence black of Canada.

The “Royal William” 


(Submitted by A. 


Back to my hobby after many 
years absence, I was gleaning 
through an old number of “Popular 
Stamps” — January, 1944, when I 
noticed a letter from a Mr. C. A. 
Woad, Dutton Emergency Hospital, 
Preston Brook, Nr. Warrington, Eng- 
land, asking several questions on 
“Ships on Stamps of Canada.” 

I am late in answering these ques- 
tions, nevertheless I quote notes from 
my file on the subject of the “Royal 
William” issued by Canada August 
18th, 1933. 

The Record-Making “Royal Wil- 
liam” 1833 by William Wood — Can- 
adian Geographical Journal—August 
1933, pages 53 to 63. Illustrated. 

Two “Royal William” — Trans- 
atlantic Voyages — by Lewis Raven- 
scroft — Stamps, New York — June 
27th, 1936. 

This same article was reproduced 
in “Popular Stamps”, for September, 
1941, pages 7 and 8. 

Lewis Ravenscroft was the nom- 
de-plume of Mr. A. Stanley Deaville 
of the Philatelic Division of the Post 
Office Department at Ottawa. 

“Canada for the Specialist” by 
Ralph S. Mason, S.C.E.C., Magazine, 
April-May, 1942, and finally an ar- 
ticle by Hazel Bennet Lydon, taken 
from the “Philatopic Monthly”, Em- 
pire Stamp Co., Toronto, April 1942, 
pages 10 and 12, which is reproduced 
below. 


THE “ROYAL WILLIAM”— 


PIONEER OF TRANSATLANTIC 
STEAM NAVIGATION 


By Hazel Bennet Lydon 


Most Canadian stamp collectors 
probably have a blue cent stamp, is- 
sued by the Dominion Government in 
the year 1938, with an illustration of 
a steam vessel. I wonder how many 
know the story of this stamp? Let 
me tell you about it. 

In 1789, near Glasgow, Scotland, a 
child was born who was later to play 
an important part in Canadian his- 
tory. His name was John Bennet. He 
decided to be an engineer and served 
his time with a great British engin-

eering firm of Boulton € Watt. This 
was the James Watt who revolution- 
ized the engineering practices of his 
time by the invention of the steam 
engine. 

In 1812 John Bennet came out to 
Canada under contract to John Mol- 
son and built the engines of many 
boats, being an expert draughtsman 
and engineer. But John Bennet's out- 
standing achievement was the design- 
ing and building of the engine of the 
“Royal William,” the first vessel to 
cross the Atlantic Ocean under steam 
the entire voyage. These engines 
were built in the foundry of Bennet 
& Henderson, in Montreal, on St. 
Mary Street—now called Notre Dame 
Street. The Dominion Rubber Com- 
pany stands on the site of the Bennet 
& Henderson Foundry, and beside the 
entrance the Numismatic & Anti- 
quarian Society many years ago plac- 
ed a marble tablet recording this his- 
torical event. Many Montrealers have 
seen it. 

On August 17th, 1833, under the 
command of Capt. John McDougall, 
the “Royal William” steamed out of 
the Nova Scotian harbour of Pictou 
on her memorable, world-record-mak- 
ing trip across the Atlantic Ocean, 
arriving at Gravesend twenty-five 
days later. 

Those of you who live in Quebec 
City may see an oil painting of the 
“Royal William” in the library of the 
Literary and Historical Society of 
Quebec, (1) and Ottawa records the 
event on a tablet in the Government 
Building's. 

On August 17th, 1983, the one 
hundredth anniversary of the voyage 
was marked by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment with the issue of a five cent 
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postage stamp, showing the “Royal 
William” steaming across the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. 

The Royal Bank of Canada chose 
as the subject of their calendar for 
1933 the historic sailing of the 
“Royal William” from Pictou, N.S. 

The story of the “Royal William” 
is a matter of history, but is of par- 
ticular interest to me, the writer of 
this article, for John Bennet, engin- 
eer, who designed and built the en- 
gines of the “Royal William” was 
my grandfather. 

(Philatopic Monthly — Empire 
Stamp Co., Toronto, Canada, April 
1942 p. 10 and 12). 

(1) The painting of the Royal Wil- 
lian by S. Skillett is now in posses- 
sion of the Provincial Museum, 
Battlefields Park, Quebec City. 

Incidentally, collectors of “Ships on 
Stamps” may want to include in their 
albums, photographs of the ships, 
and also a few notes about them of 
topical interest. 

I have a number of photographs 
of ships depicted on stamps, and 
would be glad to answer questions, 
and furnish photos, which I have on 
hand or available, providing readers 
send enough postage stamps, preter- 
ably mint air mail stamps of their 
country, to cover the cost of photos 
and mailing from Montreal. 


LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Re Steamer on Stamp 


Ottawa, March 10, 1951. 
Dear Mr. McCready: 


I saw today in the Stamp column 
of the Ottawa Journal that you 
wished to know the name of the boat 
on the Canada 1938 6c airmail. I 
believe the boat is the S.S. Distribu- 
tor, a flat-bottomed stern-wheeler 
used by the Hudson’s Bay Company 
on ‘the Mackenzie River System in 
the Northwest Territories. The boat 
ran between Ft. Smith on the Al- 
berta-Mackenzie border, and Aklavik, 
in the Mackenzie Delta — down the 
last 180 miles of the Slave River, 
along the south shore of Great Slave 
Lake and down the 1,250 miles of the 
Mackenzie River. I was on the Dis- 
tributor for a few hours in the spring 
of 1945, just before she left Ft. 
Smith, and the purser told me that 


Lord Tweedsmuir had travelled down 
the Mackenzie on her, and that at 
about the same time (1938) she had 


been pictured on a Canadian stamp. 
I believe the marginal imprint on 
sheets of C6 says “Steamboat on the 
Mackenzie River.” The cliffs along 
the river are undoubtedly the ram- 
parts of the Mackenzie. 


I do not remember the details of 
the boat’s construction well enough 
to recognize it from the stamp, but 
as the Distributor was the largest 
of four steamers used by the Hudson 
Bay Co. on the Athabasca-Mackenzie 
system, and as she had carried the 
Governor-General, she would prob- 
ably be chosen. The Distributor made 
her last trip in 1946, I think; she was 
sitting in the shipyards at Gravel 
Point, just below Ft. Smith in 1947, 
and is probably still there. The Mac- 
kenzie River, a slightly smaller boat, 
was used in 1947; she too was then 
scrapped. All the freighting on the 
rivers is now done by steel screw 
propeller tugs, but I think paddle- 
wheelers are still in use on the 
Yukon River in Yukon and Alaska. 


The Distributor was able to carry 
120 passengers. The second deck was 
used for passengers; the first deck 
for the steam-boilers, firewood, which 
was picked up daily along the river 
bank, and crew; and the smaller third 
deck for officers quarters. All the 
freight was carried on flat barges 
pushed in front of the boat. The 
draught was only about 3 feet, and 
the superstructure rose about 20 or 
24 feet; so the boat was often held 
up for days or weeks at the Slave 
Delta, waiting for calm weather so 
it could reach the head of the Mac- 
kenzie. Indeed, in the fall of 1945 
or 1946, I think, on the way back to 
Ft. Smith, it was blown ashore on 
Great Slave Lake and spent the win- 
ter there, near Hay River. 

The Hudson Bay Company, Winni- 
peg, could very likely verify the 
name of the boat; their magazine, the 
Beaver, would undoubtedly have pic- 
tures of the boat. It is quite likely 
that when the stamp appeared some 
mention of it would have appeared in 
the Beaver. 

I hope these notes have been of 
interest to you.

In both cases they were printed on 
thick unwatermarked wove paper, 
with a vertical mesh.

You may have noted Dr. Holmes

POSTAL SERVICE 

We have a letter from an Edmon- 
ton correspondent re delayed postal 
service there since inauguration of 
once-a-day street delivery. He claims 
that Eastern newspapers formerly 
arriving in five days are now dropped 
around in ten days, and reports local 
printed matter being treated similar- 
ly. And due to a similar kind of mail 
service in the United States stamp 
auction catalogs from New York ar- 
rive too late to be of use. The letter 


includes an editorial from a U.S. 
newspaper commenting on the ser- 
vice there but our space is too limited 
to use it. Tenor of the editorial, how- 
ever, was that late deliveries in the 
U.S. were blamed on curtailed ser- 
vices and the writer’s postmaster 
suggested he write Washington and 
his congressman. The editor was 
somewhat critical and intimates that 
a bit more willingness on the part 
(of at least some) of the postal 
workers to improve efficiency and 
display more effort in doing their 
job, was more to the point than pub- 
lic complaint to congressmen. Our 
letter writer does not suggest there 
is any designed pressure efforts in 
Canada on the part of postal em- 
ployes, but wonders if there isn’t 
food for thought in this apt com- 
mentary on what has happened to 
postal efficiency in the United 
States. 


PONY EXPRESS COVER $450 


An 1861 Wells Fargo cover which 
was carried by Pony Express from 
San Francisco to Atchison, Kansas, 
en route to New York sold for $450 
on March 6 when Harmer, Rooke & 
Co. auctioned Western material and 
rare 19th century U.S. stamps and 
covers from the collection of Mr. 
Amos Eno of Princeton, N.J. Bids 
totalled $12,682 for the 184 lots. 

On the following day a valuable 
collection of U.S. locals, mostly on 
cover, was sold, realizing $6,425.00. 
Among the choicer Eno pieces, a sup- 
erb 1847 5c brown on cover went for 
$400. This stamp not only had four 
large margins, but was tied by the 
red “Binghamton, N.Y.” postmark 
and the rare black Binghamton her- 
ringbone. 

Noisy Carrier’s cover which enclos- 
ed the rare Noisy Carrier’s illustrated 
1857 New Year’s lettersheet was bid 
up to $230. Two Virginia City Pony 
Express covers went for $185 and 
$230. 

A Dietz & Nelson Express cover 
was sold for $975, highest price in 
the sale. It carried a 24c lilac tied 
by the Dietz & Nelson postmark, a 
3c pink envelope stamp, the black 
Wells Fargo frank, the black frank 
of Dietz & Nelson and a British Col- 
umbia 3p blue tied by a blue oval 
“Paid”

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‘Relative Scarcity m Jubilee Plate Blocks 


By Herman Jacobi, Jr. 


The writer feels that a foreword 
is not amiss in order to explain the 
basis on which these conclusions, as 
to relative scarcity of plate blocks 
have been reached. 


Having accumulated as many mint 
lots as possible, over the past 14 
years, and having never tabulated the 
quantities acquired until a few 
months ago. The writer feels that the 
average available quantities of blocks 
in the various positions are reflected 
with reasonable accuracy in the fol- 
lowing table. 


It is important to bear in mind ` 


that during the past 14 years no 
count was taken, at any time, and no 
attempt was: made to balance ñe 
quantities of the different positions. 

Since this accumulation has been 
drawn from the world market, though 
principally Canada, the U.S.A. and 
England, a true condition is reflected 
without prejudice. 


Scarcity factors. A number “1” 
after a position indicates the lowest 
value block of that denomination. 
Any other number is the figure by 
which the normal value must be 
multiplied in order to establish the 
relative value of scarcer blocks. 
Needless to say, each denomination 
has its own basic value for its re- 
spective lowest value plate block. In 
general, the following chart refers to 
an average between plate blocks in 
blocks of six, ten, and as found in 
entire sheets; the similarity, as to 


scarcity, being rather consistent 
throughout the three categories,’ 


especially with regard to the rarest 
positions. Market values of the rarer 
blocks will of course be tempered by 
demand, etc., but the relative value 
is accurately indicated herewith.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 





Ottawa, Ont., March 15, 1951. 
Dear Mr. McCready: 

I have read with interest Mr. C. 
B. D. Garrett’s remarks in connection 
with my note on the 1930-31 2-cent 
stamps showing diagonal dashes in 
the tail of the right numeral “2”, but 
feel that I must question the sound- 
ness of his statement that this flaw 
which occurs in the 2e red (165) and 
in the surcharged stamp (191la), can- 
not occur on the 2c green (164). 

In the first place, the 2e green 
(Die 1) stamp was issued on the 6th 
June, 1930, and the 2c red (Die 1) 
on 17th November, 1930, the sur- 
charge on the latter stamp being is- 
sued on 21st June, 1932. The flaw 
evidently occurred on the plate from 
which first the green and then the 
red stamps were printed. It may have 
been corrected later and this would 
appear to be the case if the “No. 7” 
in Mr. Garrett’s letter is a misprint 
for “No. 1”, since the stamp under 
discussion is No. 1 and not No. 7. 
In the second place, I have in my 
collection mint and used copies of 
this stamp, in both colours, showing 
the flaw. 

There are in fact a number of con- 
stant varieties occurring in Nos. 164, 
165 and 19la. Here are the ones that 
I have. The stars mean that the flaw 
also occurs in the 2c brown Die 1 
(166b):

So, you see, the particular flaw men- 
tioned in my first letter was only 
one of many occurring on both the 
green and red 2c stamps. Other well- 
known ones are the “mustache” and 
“cockeye king” varieties on these 
stamps and also on the 2c brown. 

I trust that I have not trespassed 
too heavily on your space. I know 
that the study of these “dots and 
dashes” in modern stamps is regard- 
ed as a low form of philately by 
some, although, strangely enough, 
similar studies on, say, the “pence” 
or first “cents” issues are highly re- 
garded. Perhaps the relative money 
value of the stamps has something 
to do with this attitude.

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Red Cross Stamps 


(An address given at the Middlesex 
Stamp Circle, London, Ont., by Mrs. 
J. H. Billings) 


Ladies and Gentlemen, I am not a 
speaker, but as this is a friendly club 
and I feel quite at home, I hope you 


will bear with me. I cannot help but 
talk a little about the work of the 
Red Cross before I start on the 
stamps. 

The Red Cross is the first prac- 
tical manifestation of international 
law. The first international agree- 
ment that mankind has ever — in 
the main — lived up to. The Red 
Cross is one of the few humanitarian 
ideas in history that has ever become 
a reality. It was founded in 1864, by 
Jean Henri Dunant. A Swiss banker 
and author, he was curious to know 
what a battlefield looked like. He 
went to see the battle at Solferino, 
and witnessed suffering and inhuman 
cruelty. He got the women of the 
nearby village to help carry water, 
and they cared for as many of the 
soldiers as they could in the village 
church. Florence Nightingale was 
helping the soldiers in the hospital, 
if it could be called a hospital. Just 
a hovel without soap or linen of any 
kind. This was the Crimean War. 
Henri Dunant and Florence Night- 
ingale worked together on a plan, 
whereby the soldier in war could be 
eared for. It was long and hard work 
to get nations to adopt the plan. 
Henri Dunant spent his fortune in 
this humanitarian idea. And when 16 
countries sent representatives to the 
conference and a consolidated inter- 
national agreement was drawn up 
and signed, Henri Dunant felt he had 
done what he could, and dropped out 
of sight for a good many years. He 
was later found in an Alms House, 
was granted a small pension, and 
presented with the Nobel prize. He 
spent his last days in the tiny room 
at the Alms House. 

How did the Red Cross start in 
Canada? After the Battle of Batoche 
in the Riel Rebellion, a young To- 
ronto doctor attached to the battalion 
of Colonel H. J. Grasett, of the Royal 
Grenadiers, turned his tent into a 
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hospital for the care of his soldiers. 
Over the tent he hung an improvised 
flag, made out of a stained potato 


bag on which was sewn a rough cross 
made out of red cloth. The young 
doctor was George Sterling Ryerson, . 
and his flag may be seen today in 
the collection of John Ross Robert- 
son in Toronto — the first Red Cross 
flag to fly in Canada. In the Boer 
war a contingent of Canadian sol- 
diers joined the British troops in 
South Africa, and it was decided to 
form a Canadian Red Cross Society 
in affiliation with the British Red 
Cross, to send supplies to the Can- 
adians. Sir Oliver Mowat, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Ontario, called a 
meeting and the organizing took 
place. 

The Red Cross in any language is 
the good Samaritan. The Canadian 
Society means you. It is your money 
that brings the smiles to the faces 
that are in need of help—many in 
our own land, the out-post hospitals, 
the flood victims, the veterans in 
hospitals, the displaced persons. The 
Red Cross, imperfect and faulty as 
it may seem to us, is nevertheless a 
binding and effective pact against 
the inhuman social and political de- 
lusions which are afflicting the peo- 
ples of the earth today. Eighty-seven 
years the Red Cross has been in ex- 
istence. In the Peace Treaty of 
Versailles in 1919, there was a clause 
made that all Governments should 
encourage the continuation of Na- 
tional Red Cross Societies in peace 
because of the great need for volun- 
tary aid in the field of health and 
relief. The Peace conference adopted 
the slogan for Red Cross which is 
used in every National language of 
the world. “To furnish aid to the 
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sick and wounded in time of war. To 
carry on in time of peace in all work 


for the improvement of health. The 
prevention of disease and the miti- 
gation of suffering throughout the 
world” 

I first became interested in stamps 
when I saw an exhibit in the 
Y.M.C.A. Hobby Fair about 1931. I 
did nothing about it, but was always 
fascinated. In 1935 my daughter 
started to collect stamps. She took 
top honors at the Y.M.C.A. Hobby 
Fair with her collection, also the 
first at the Western Fair. Then along 
came the flood of 1937 and the col- 
lection was washed out. That was the 
end of collectine for a long time; in 
fact my daughter has not taken it 
up yet. I first was a member of the 
Red Cross Society and worked with 
them for a good many years, and I 
would like to say here that no matter 
whatever is said about the Red Cross, 
and there are many and varied 
stories, the Red Cross did a good job 
in looking after the prisoners of war. 
They do wonderful work in time of 
peace and war. They are the only 
organization recognized by almost 
every country in the world as a 
neutral body which could deal be- 
tween Governments in war time. 
Nearly 60 countries have issued 
stamps to aid Red Cross or honor 
the society. 

In 1947 I was invited to a meeting 
of the London Philatelic Society as 
a guest of one of the members. Then 
the fun started, I was bitten by the 
stamp bug. I bought stamps I knew 
nothing about. I also found that I 
was buying stamps of no value and 
being bitten a second time. About 
that time the United States issued a 
Red Cross stamp in honor of Clara 
Barton, the founder of the American 
Red Cross. I thought then it would 
be nice to have a collection of Red 
Cross stamps, so I wrote to the chair- 
man of the American Red Cross So- 
ciety and received quite a lot of in- 
formation. That was the start of the 
most interesting hobby I know—and 
I have a few. Stamps come first. 

Stamp collecting holds the imag- 
ination. It satifies. It is the invest- 


ment that will eventually help you: 


attain your ambitions. Yes, there is 
a thrill in stamps especially when 
you find one that you want, and a 


friend gets one for you, or tells you 
where you may obtain one. 

Of course, there are times when 
you feel let down when after writing 
several letters explaining what it is 
you really want, at long last the 
stamps arrive. It’s a grand feeling 
when the stamps are there, but it’s 
the worst let-down to find that they 
have been torn, or cut, or taken off 
the envelope with fingers and thumb 
and are thin. It is very hard to edu- 
cate people about handling stamps 
unless they are interested in them. 
They think a stamp in any condition 
to a collector is priceless. 


I have received Red Cross stamps 
and letterheads (that I have been 
waiting for) only to find them use- 
less. I have exchanged crochet work 
the value of two dollars for a five 
cent stamp. This may seem bad busi- 
ness, but to the collector it’s good 
for you have made a friend, and that 
friend is forever on the lookout for 
you for more stamps. 

My collection at this time repre- 
sents 40 different countries. I also 
have some Red Crescent Issues. They 
are the Red Cross of the Mohammed- 
an countries. The Red Crescent So- 
ciety serve in the same way as our 
Red Cross Society. Surinam has the 
Green Cross. They have issues with 
the Green Cross on, but I have not 
been able to obtain one yet. Finland 
issues a set of Red Cross stamps 
every year. Yugoslavia has made it 
compulsory every year on the third 
week in September (known as “Red 
Cross week”) that all letters and 
postage bear a postal tax stamp. This 
tax is for the benefit of the Serbian 
Red Cross. Doctor Vladen Djordjevic 
was founder of the Serbian Red 
Cross. During the war against Tur- 
key and Bulgaria he served as Sur- 
geon General of the Serbian Army. 
In 1936 Yugoslavia issued a postal 
tax stamp in honor of Dr. Djordjevic. 
Switzerland, the home of the Red 
Cross, is always a neutral country 
in time of war. The International 
Red Cross headquarters are in Gen- 
eva. We have a representative there 
in war time. Switzerland issued a 
stamp in 1928 to commemorate the 
centenary of the birth of Jean Henri 
Dunant. Belgium issued a set in 1939 
in commemoration of the 75th an- 
niversary of the founding of the Red 
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Cross International picturing Dunant 
and Florence Nightingale, the insti- 
gators of the Red Cross Society. 


Florence Nightingale, known as 
“The Lady with the Lamp,” was born 
on the 12th day of May, 1820. Here 
in Canada Hospital Day, always held 
on the 12th of May, honors her mem- 
ory. Costa Rica also issued a stamp 
in 1945 with Florence Nightingele 
and Edith Cavell pictured. Edith Ca- 
vell as you know was another Eng- 
lish nurse. In 1906 she was invited 
to be the first directress of the Bel- 
gian School for Certified Nurses, a 
school that was founded at that time. 
In 1907 she became the first matron 
of the clinic. The hospital of St. 
Gilles was organized and run under 
her capable management. In 1914 the 
training school, which was in Brus- 
sels, was quickly turned into a Red 
Cross hospital by permission of the 
Germans, October 5th, 1915, she was 
arrested for helping prisoners to 
escape. On the 11th of December the 
death sentence was passed and the 
following morning Edith Cavell was 
executed. These, her last written 
words are worthy of note: “Standing 
where I stand now the world looks 
far away. Nothing matters when one 
comes to this last hour but a clear 
conscience before God. Life looks so 
wasted and full of wrong-doing and 
things left undone. I want you to 
know I was neither afraid nor un- 
happy but quite ready to give my 
life for England.” We in Canada 
honor her memory by the snow-clad 
peak (11,033 feet above sea level) 
Mount Edith Cavell. 

Red Cross stamps are mostly semi- 
postals, and these are issued to aid 
the Red Cross. Many countries use 
their regular issues surcharged with 
a Red Cross and the amount of sur- 
tax. Switzerland’s coat of arms is a 
Red Shield with a white cross. Most 
of the semi-postals have this shield, 
and dealers will tell you that these 
are Red Cross stamps. They are is- 
sued to help various charities, and 
maybe the Red Cross gets some aid 
from the sale. But they are not Red 
Cross stamps. Latvia in 1920 issued 
Red Cross stamps, semi- postals 
printed on the backs of unfinished 
bank notes of the Bolshevists and 
the Bermondt Avalov Government. 

Only five of the British Colonies 


have issued Red Cross stamps: 1917, 
Bahamas; 1918, North Borneo; 1917- 
18, Straits Settlements; 1941-42, Un- 
ion of South Africa. Trinidad and 
Tobago issued in 1914 a stamp bear- 
ing a large emblem of Red Cross 
which was allowed to pay postage of 
half a penny on one day only, Sep- 
tember 18th, 1914. 1915-16 they over- 
printed the regular issue for Red 
Cross. In the Portuguese Colonies 
they have a society named “Cross of 
the Orient.” Mozambique have issued 
several stamps to benefit this society. 
Sweden issued a Red Cross stamp in 
1945 in honor of the 80th birthday 
of Prince Carl, president of the 
Swedish Red Cross for 40 years. 
Japan’s Red Cross stamp pictures the 
badge of the Red Cross Seciety. Bel- 
gium’s 1939 five francs stamp is con- 
sidered one of the most beautiful 
stamps the country ever issued, and 
pictures Queen Elizabeth visiting a 
wounded soldier (Queen Elizabeth 
was a doctor). Hungary’s Red Cross 
stamps are very beautiful works of 
art. Denmark’s issue (1939) are also 
very lovely. I could go on explaining 
about these Red Cross stamps, but I 
must stop sometime. So I will just 
say, thanks for your attention. 


WANTS STAMP DESIGNS 


Recently the Canada P.O.D. invited 
artists to send in suggested designs 
for Canadian postage stamps. Now 
comes word of a competition for new 
stamp designs for Bermuda. To the 
designer of the best design of each 
issue, the Bermuda Government will 
give a seven-day all expenses paid 
Bermuda holiday including round trip 
transportation from New York, or as 
an alternative a cash award approxi- 
mating $155. Briefly each design 
must contain His Majesty the King’s 
head and the symbol of the crown, 
value tablets blank, Six of ten issues 
are to have main features as: The 
Bermuda dingy, Longtail bird, Hog 
penny (or typical example of Ber- 
muda architecture), the Perot stamp, 
Bermuda lily, ship “Sea Venture”, 
respectively. Entries must reach 
Colonial Secretary by midnight, June 
30, 1951. Additional information may 
be obtained by writing to the Colon- 
ial Secretary, Hamilton, Bermuda.

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NEW STAMPS TO HONOR 
MACKENZIE KING AND 
ROBERT BORDEN 


Montreal, March 19. — Two new 
stamps commemorating two Canadian 
prime ministers—William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie King and Sir Robert Borden— 
will be issued within a few weeks, 
Postmaster-General’ Rinfret announc- 
ed at the opening of the sixth phila- 
telic exhibition of the Union Phila- 
telique here. 

This will bring to four the number 
of.stamps issued in honor of prime 
ministers, two having been issued in 
honor of Sir Wilfred Laurier and Sir 
John A. Macdonaid. . 

The King stamp will be a three- 
cent issue, while the Borden one will 
be four cents. 

Editor’s Note: Since the above ap- 
peared in the daily press information 
received by us is that the stamps are 
under preparation but are not antici- 
pated to be ready for distribution 
under three months. From that we 
infer that they will appear around 
midsummer this year. 


NORTH TORONTO STAMP 
CLUB EXHIBITION 

The eighth annual exhibition of the 
North Toronto Stamp Club, held in 
York Masonic Temple, Toronto,’ on 
March 17 attracted a record number 
of frames, and the crowds in attend- 
ance overtaxed the capacity of the 
hall at times. Judges and visitors 
agreed that the quality of the exhibits 
was higher than ever. 

A total of 152 frames was on dis- 
play, including 118 in the competitive 
classes for Club members, 18 in the 
Inter-Club competition and 16 non- 
competitive. The latter . included a 
complete display of all Canadian is- 
sues in commemoration of the cen- 
tenary of Canadian stamps, shown by 
the Club in a separate room. The 
work of the Toronto North Lions Club 


and the N.T.S.C. at the 1.0.D.E. Hos- 


pital for Convalscent Children was 
also shown in a separate room along 
with a display of the handiwork and 
stamp albums of the children. 

Fred Jarrett won the Grand Award, 
donated by the Welsh. Lumber Co., 
with his display of Prince Edward 
Island. Twenty-eight others divided 
the prizes in six classes. Non-previous 
Prize winner, Doug. Patrick. Popular 
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Vote Contest, W. J. Banks. Inter-Club 
Competition, first, T.T.C. Stamp Club; 
second, South York Stamp Club; 
third, Sunday Night Stamp Club.

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Mostly About Plate Blocks

As it was three years ago this 
month that this column first appear- 
ed, I am tempted to pause for a 
moment and take stock. What 
changes have taken place in that 
time, and to what extent do I still 
agree with my original ideas? 

In April, 1948, I felt that “Plate 
block collecting in Canada is on the 
verge of unprecedented growth.” I 
believe events have corroborated this 
view. A glance through the last copy 
of Poplar Stamps reveals many re- 
ferences to plate blocks. I believed 
then, as I still do, that “no other 
branch of collecting can compare 
with it in the degree to which it com- 
bines beauty of appearance with in- 
vestment opportunity.” I thought 
Popular Stamps gave more value for 
the money than any American stamp 
magazine, and have had no reason 
to change my mind, although I must 
put in a word for B.N.A. Topics 
which, under the leadership of its 
able Canadian editor, Mr. Gordon 
Lewis, is devoting much attention 
to the study of Canadian plate blocks. 

On the other hand I do not now 
have the interest in controlled mail 
which I had then! 

Enough of retrospection. Let us 
look into the future. Most collectors 
were surprised at the sudden an- 
nouncement of the King - Borden 
stamps. However, the prophetic edi- 
tor of Popular Stamps made the sug- 
gestion last September, and his read- 
ers should have been better prepared 
than most. 

The O.H.M.S. race has beceme a 
walkaway for Mr. Lee who now needs 
only two positions to complete his 
set. Mr. Hackett needs five and 
“Scotia” lacks six. There are un- 
doubtedly some dark horses who are 
very much in the running, but have 
not revealed their holdings as yet. I 
would like to hear from such collec- 
tors, as I have duplicates of many 
of the scarce positions and we might 
be able to exchange to mutual ad- 
vantage. 

I have referred before to the de- 
sirability of saving two sets of all 
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plate blocks instead of one, if at all 
possible. It comes in especially handy 
with a set like the O.H.M.S., some 
of whose positions are so scarce that 
the only way to obtain these is by 
exchange. 


CANADIAN PHILATELIC 
LITERATURE 

We have turned out in booklet 
form a 40-page booklet on Canadian. 
Philatelic literature, priced at $1.25 
per copy. In mentioning this we have 
no intention of reviewing one of our 
own publications. That is within the 
province of others, and would be pre- 
sumption on our part so to do. Our 
object in bringing out the item is to 
make available to the small and 
growing circle of philatelic literature 
collectors who are interested in a list- 
ing of books, booklets and stamp 
journals that have been published in 
Canada or about Canadian philately. 
This is more or less a pioneer effort 
and will be subject to the criticisms 
which befall new ventures, particu- 
larly in the matter of pricing made 
on many of the items. The purpose of 
the latter is largely for the guidance 
of the uninitiated who may anticipate 
that the prices quoted will probably 
be around those they may be asked 
to pay when such items are available 
or offered. There is also the feature 
that the booklet may be a guide to 
the researcher in Canadian philatelic 
matters as to certain sources in which 
they may find prior studies in the 
field that may be their particular 
interest. 


FAMOUS AMERICAN SERIES 

While browsing through our phila- 
telic library recently we came across 
a volume we have not previously 
mentioned. That is “United States 
Famous American Series of 1940” by 
Geo. C. Hahn, $2.50, published by 
The American Philatelic Society, Inc., 
P.O. Box 800, State College, Pa., 
U.S.A. A volume of 195 pages, it is 
replete with intimate sketches re- 
garding the various personages hon- 
ored and makes interesting reading 
for the lay mind as well as the stamp 
collector. Philatelically it is written 
for the run-of-the-mill collector rath- 
er than the specialist, but all essen- 
tial data regarding each stamp has 
been covered.

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SOME POSTAL RATES GO UP 


April 2nd saw substantial rate in- 
creases by the Canada P.O.D. on 
parcel post, 3rd class mail and regis- 
tration fees. Parcel post rate has 
jumped approximately 5c for the first 
pound and lesser increases along the 
line for heavier parcels. Registration 
has been raised from 10c to 20e on 
the minimum amount, the 20c cate- 
gory to 30c and former 30c bracket 
to 35c. In third class mail the form- 
er le post card is replaced by a 2c 
post card. The new ruling on third 
class mailings to ‘“Boxholder,” 
“Householder” and “Individual 
Names” is a bit involved to us and 
we leave interpretation to the post 
office, but third class mail addressed 
to “Boxholder” or “Householder” is 
raised from lc to 1%e on first 2 


ounces, and one cent an ounce there- 


after, and to “Individual Names” 
from lc to 2c for first two ounces 
and thereafter as before. 

April 2nd also saw inauguration of 
airmail parcel post. Parcels pre- 
viously sent by airmail required let- 
ter rate postage. The new service 
will afford air parcel post at a more 
favorable rate. 

Overall, the new rates should rep- 
resent considerable increase in post- 
al revenue. Recent salary increases 
affecting postal workers as well as 
other civil servants has required all 
government services to seek new 
sources of revenue. The recent cut- 
ting of street delivery services from 
two to one-a-day apparently hasn’t 
afforded sufficient saving. And jude- 
ing from public reaction, the once- 
a-day delivery isn’t too popular — 
probably a bit of headache to the 
Department, too. 


MAY 19-21 FOR BIG PACIFIC 
COAST EXHIBITION 


This year the Vancouver Island 
Philatelic Society and the Greater 
Victoria P.S. are jointly acting as 
hosts to the Pacific International 
Philatelic Exhibition which will be 
held at the world-famous Empress 
Hotel, Victoria, May 19-21. 

The Federation, which represents 
some 20 philatelic societies through- 
out the Pacific N.W. (Washington, 
Oregon, B.C. and Alaska), chose Vic- 
toria for the 1951 event in recognition 
of this being the Centenary year of 


Canadian postage stamps. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this exhibition, in point 
of date, will actually come closer to 
marking our first issue than the 
Capex show in September. Although 
rather overshadowed by the Toronto 
affair, there are sufficient important 
entries already promised to guarantee 
that it will be a noteworthy occasion. 

Miss Jean Roberts of Victoria is 
president of the Federation this year. 
Another well known collector, Mr. J. 
K. Hodges, Manager Empress Hotel, 
is Honorary President of the V.I.P.S., 
while Gerry Wellburn, one of Can- 
ada’s most popular and best known 
philatelists, is chairman of the Ex- 
hibition committee. 

The beautiful city of Victoria has 
many charms of its own to offer vis- 
itors, especially in the month of May. 
As it happens to be one of the near- 
est ports to Hawaii, where they are 
holding their own Stamp Centenary 
Exhibition June 27-30th, visitors with 
a little leisure on their hands might 
arrange to take in both shows, and 
enjoy a wonderful trip into the bar- 
gain.

The London Philatelic Society cele- 
brates the issue of Canada’s first 
postage stamp at their April 13th 
meeting.

Now that limited sale of plate 
blocks to collectors is permitted at 
Post Offices, it is usually possible 
to get almost complete matched sets 
from local offices. It is best to find 
out the days on which the post office 
receives new supplies of stamps and 
then get there during a slack period. 
Under these conditions most post- 
masters will humour plate block col- 
lectors. 

After you have obtained all the 
positions which are available tocally 
and after possibly trading with 
friends in other areas, you should 
order the positions you are missing 
through the Philatelic Agency in Ot- 
tawa. Do not delay this order too 
long as they appear to be selling 
large numbers of plate blocks and 
run out fairly quickly after any giv- 
en plate is worn out. 

Alternatively, you can obtain your 
wants from several dealers, some of 
whom specialize in plate blocks. 
Quite often also, blocks which are 
not available from the agency are 
available from the dealers. 

Finally, if you canot obtain your 
wants by any other means, special- 
ized advertising in trade magazines 
such as Popular Stamps, will give 
good results. 

Whatever method you use, the 
eathering of a matched set of plate 
blocks extending over several plate 
numbers will require a great deal of 


time and effort. It’s completion will * 


give much satisfaction.
